in the winter caro of farm stock, I will 
state what n long and close observation 
In wintering dairy cows lias developed. 
A half century or move ngo, tho fanners 
of Ifow York were less careful of their 
animals than they are now. It WHS no 
uncommon occnrronc" then for farmers 
to let their cattle run all winter with no 
other prelection than a board fence or 
an open shed at the side of the yard, and 
when they did so, it cost according to 
size, two and one-half to two and three- 
quarter tons of hay to winter n cow, 
averaging for twenty-six weeks twenty- 
-even to thirty pounds of hay per day. 
M'hen they built barns, and sided them 
up with green lumber, so that when tho 
lioanls shrunk tho cracks between them 
were half an inch or more wide, imd the 
stables so arranged that Iho wind which 
whistled through these eracks swept all 
the heat radiating from tho bodies of 
the stanchioned cows up into tlio loft 
and out at the cracks above, tho case 
•was not much improved. Some saving 
in waste was affccled. and that about 
all. But when these open barns wore 
succeeded hy tight ones, bourdnd with 
matched stuff well seasoned, nnd the 
stables so arranged as to utilize tho heat 
radiating from the cows, Uadus,_tl,ure-.

ATJTDMJt PLOWISO, 


There is no operation on the farm that 


is more controlled in Us results by cir- 
cumstances than plowing in autumn for 
spring crops. Our experience for many 
years past, on a heavy soil, has been 
rather unfavorable. It is often recom- 
mended as tending to effect lino pulver- 
ization of such soils by tho crumbling 
power of frost. Moro fieiiimnUv we 
have found it to cause a harder and 
more compact mass of earth, from wa 
ter-soaking and the adhesion of tho 
mass. Stubblo or sward, for example, 
iflfft mitouoho.7, is kept iooso nnd por- 
ous to ,t certain degree by llm small 
roots wliifli (ill it. 
Plowing has u leu- 


dency to break up thi-i porous nature, 
and when tho late autumn rains fall up- 
on it, or melt ing snows soal; into it, they 
Ireiiuently form a sort of mot tar, which 
ultimately becomes a hard nms<. This 
lesnlt is controlled in somo degree by 
the f|iiantitv ol' w.iler which comes upon 
ii, as well as by thorough nnderdrain- 
mg, but wo have had clayey lands, 
which had been well tilled, nearly spoil- 
ed for the time by abundant winter 
riina.
